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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 4, filed 22 July 2005, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 under 35 USC 101 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of Bauman 4821713. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bauman 
4821713. 

4. Bauman teaches a resuscitator having a manually operated bellows, the 
resuscitator comprising: operation means for manually effecting a preset airflow output 
independent of level of external pressure placement on the bellows (col. 4, line 53 - col. 

5. Iine20); wherein output pressure of the resuscitator increases as the bellows is 
deflated; wherein the operation means comprise; first mean for presetting air volume in 
the bellows (maximum size of the bellows); second means for presetting air pressure 
output by the bellows (fig. 11); and third means for effecting uniform bellows transition 
from an inflated state to a deflated state (accordion style walls in fig. 2); wherein the 
operation of the bellows ends at a predetermined pressure; and a fourth means for 
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restricting air flow when the bellows is subject to pressure beyond a predetermine point 
(valve 60 restricts air to the patient by releasing excess air).
